TUSKEGEE. Ala., Dec. 30. tm— 
The United States went through 
1952 without a death from mob 
violence, 
Tuskegee 
Institute 
re­ 
ported today, giving the nation its 
first lynchless year ever recorded. 
Despite 
a 
gradual decline 
in 
lynch-killings for the past decade. 
Tuskegee records show at least 
one mob death every year from 
1951 back to 1882, when the famed 
Negro school started keeping its 
file. 
But where the number of lynch­ 
ings has fallen off finally to the 
zero point. Tuskegee’s President 
F. D. Patterson said "other rather 
sim ilar forms of violence and law­ 
lessness have not declined."

194 1, when 4 0,000 peo ple were killed in auto mo bile 
accidents. 
To m eet this challenge, an ex panding 
natio n-wide pro gram o f accident prev entio n has en ­ 
listed the skills o f high-ranking technicians fro m mo re 
than a do zen field.s and .safety leadens plan to bring 
pre.ssure o n the 4 4 state legislatures meeting in 1953 
to strengthen regulato ry laws. 
De.spite the increa.se in numbers o f traffic fatali- 
tle.s, the death rate relativ e to the number o f miles 
driv en has sho wn a fairly steady decline. The rale fo r 
the first 10 m o nths o f this y ear, sev en deaths per 100 
millio n v ehicle miles, was the lo west ev er repo rted by 
the Natio nal Safety Co uncil. Traffic accidents in 1951 
caused 3 7 ,5 00 deaths. If the 194 1 rate o f 12 deaths per 
100 millio n v ehicle miles had still prev ailed. 13 ,000 
mo re penso ns wo uld hav e lo st their liv es last y ear. The 
rate decline in recent y eans is chiefly the result o f 
fewer pedestrian deaths in cities. 
Rural highway s at night are the mo st dangero us. 
Driv ers belo w 2 5 and abo v e 65 y eans o f age hav e the 
m o st accidents. 
High speed o n o pen ro ads is the 
principal facto r in the .sev erity o f accidents: unev en- 
ne.s.s o f speed in heav y traffic Is an Impo rtant facto r 
ix i the m o unting number o f accidents. The driv er who 
breaks away fro m the prev ailing speed pattern Is mo re 
dangero us than the o ne who m aintains a steady pace 
and a safe distance between his car and the o ne ahead.

Research in car design no w seeks new way s o f 
lessening the Impact in case o f accident. Tlie auto ­ 
m o tiv e industry Is bo rro wing the results o f crash- 
injury research in aero nautlc.s. and camera studie.s 
hav e been made o f stunt crashes to determine just 
what happens in a .smash-up. 
The least kno wn facto r m accident causatio n Is 
the man behind the wheel. A gro up o f 60 ex perts met 
at W ashingto n in June to map o ut research needed 
in this field. Amo ng the reco mmendatio ns were study 
o f the effects o f alco ho l, drugs, fatigue and lack o f 
sleep o n driv er reactio n-s; m etho ds o f selecting driv ers 
fo r co mmercial transpo rtatio n; driv er training tech- 
* nlques; v isual pro blems; skills o f ex pert driv ers co m ­ 
pared with accident-pro ne driv er.s; and perceptio n o f 
.situatio ns when the driv er adjusts to new situatio ns, 
as fro m div ided to undiv ided highway .s, fro m lev el to 
mo untaino us terrain, fro m o ne car to ano ther. 
Many safety leaders believ e better laws and .stricter 
enfo rcement wo uld do mo re than any thing else to 
reduce the traffic to ll. The President’s Highway t o n- 
ference in Octo ber receiv ed repo rts that po lice super­ 
v isio n was far fro m adequate, particularly in rural 
areas, chiefly becau.se o f impro per use o f pro v ed tech­ 
niques in analy zing accident facts, lack o f .speed detec­ 
tio n equipment, failure to take adv antage o f pro fe.s- 
slo nal training facilities, insufficient perso nnel, and 
inadequate budgets. Acco rding to Franklin M. Kreml. 
directo r o f N o rtiw estern Univ ersily ’.s Traffic Institute, 
“ Failure o f mo st o f o ur .states to meet driv er-llcen.sing 
standards . . . is a real impediment to safety .” The 
fact that certain .states with heav y traffic hav e much 
better accident rate.s than o thers 
attributed in the 
main to .superio r law enfo rcement. L.ist y ear’s fatality 
rates ranged fro m three per 100 mililo n v ehicle mlle.s 
in Rho de I.sland to 12 9 in two .so uthwe.stern states— 
Arizo na and New Mex ico . If the traffic death rate fo r 
the co untry as a who le was no higher than the rate.s 
o f the .safe.st eastern .‘^tate.s. the number o f auto mo bile 
fatalities wo uld be cut In half.

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Highway Accidents 


Traffic deaths in 1952 are approaching the peak of 
1941, when 40,000 people were killed in autom obile 
accidents. 
To m eet th is challenge, an expanding 
nation-w ide program of accident prevention has e n ­ 
listed the skills of high-ranking technicians from more 
than a dozen fields and safety leaders plan to bring 
pressure on the 44 state legislatures m eeting in 1953 
to strengthen regulatory laws. 
D espite the increase in num bers of traffic fa ta li­ 
ties, the death rate relative to the num ber of m iles 
driven has show n a fairly steady decline. The rate for 
the first IO m onths of this year, seven deaths per IOO 
m illion vehicle m iles, w as the low est ever reported bv 
the N ational Safety Council. T raffic accidents in 1951 
caused 37.500 deaths. If the 1941 rate of 12 deaths per 
IOO m illion vehicle m iles had still prevailed. 13.000 
m ore persons would have lost their lives last year. The 
rate decline In recent years is chiefly the result of 
few er pedestrian deaths in cities. 
Rural highw ays at night are the m ost dangerous. 
Drivers below 25 and above 65 years of age have the 
m ost accidents. 
High speed on open roads Is th e 
principal factor In the severity of accidents; un even­ 
ness of speed in heavy traffic Is an Im portant factor 
In the m ounting number of accidents. The driver w ho 
breaks away from the prevailing speed pattern is more 
dangerous than the one w ho m aintains a steady pace 
and a safe distance between his car and the one ahead. 
D rinking and fatigue are recognized as m ajor factors 
in traffic fatalities, but statistics to show their exact 
contribution to the death toll are lacking. 
Spectacular pile-up accidents on superhighw ays 
have led to a re-evaluation of road design to elim inate 
hidden causes. H ighway engineers are now introducing 
variations in surface and grade to break the m onotony 
of driving on near-perfect roadways. T he frequency of 
rear-end collisions and side-sw iping on supposedly 
“accident proof” highw ays h as led to the conclusion 
th a t drivers accustom ed to 45 m ile an hour speeds on 
inferior roads do not adjust readily to the 60 or TO 
m ile speeds of superhighw ays. They drive too close to 
the car ahead and do n ot allow enough tim e to stop 
or to pull out and pass a slower vehicle 
To im prove 
sa fety on existing m u lti-lan e highw ays, experts recom ­ 
m end better signaling, driver education, and stricter 
law enforcem ent. 
T od ays autom obile is considered a fairly safe 
vehicle. R esearch in car design now seeks new ways of 
lessening the im pact in case of accident. The au to­ 
m otive industry is borrowing the results of crash- 
injury research In aeronautics, and cam era studies 
have been m ade of stu n t crashes to determ ine Just 
w hat happens in a sm ash -up 
The least known factor in accident causation is 
the m an behind the w heel. A group of 60 experts m et 
a t W ashington in June to m ap out research needed 
in this field. Among the recom m endations were study 
of the effects of alcohol, drugs, fatigue and lack of 
sleep on driver reactions; m ethods of selecting drivers 
for com m ercial transportation; driver training tech ­ 
niques; visual problem s; skills of expert drivers com ­ 
pared w ith accident-prone drivers; and perception of 
situ ations w hen the driver adjusts to new situations, 
as from divided to undivided highw ays, from level to 
m ountainous terrain, from one car to another. 
M any safety leaders believe better law s and .stricter 
enforcem ent would do more than a n y th ’ 
else to 
reduce the traffic toll. The P resident’s H ighway C o n ­ 
ference in October received reports th at police super­ 
vision w as far from adequate, particularly in rural 
areas, chiefly because of im proper use of proved tech ­ 
niques in analyzing accident facts, lark of speed d etec­ 
tion equipm ent, failure to takp advantage of profes­ 
sional training facilities. Insufficient personnel, and 
inadequate budgets. According to Franklin M Krem l, 
director of N orthw estern U niversity's T raffic Institute, 
“Failure of m ost of our states to m eet driver-licensing 
standards . . . is a real im pedim ent to safety.” The 
fact th at certain states w ith heavy traffic have m uch 
better accident rates than others Is attributed in the 
m ain to .superior law enforcem ent. L ast year’s fatality 
rates ranged from three per IOO m illion vehicle m iles 
in Rhode Island to 12 9 In tw o southw estern states— 
Arizona and New Mexico. If th e traffic death rate for 
the country as a whole w as no higher than the rates 
of the safest eastern states, the num ber of autom obile 
fatalities would be cut in half.

Women live longer than m en but 
they h ave m ore illnesses. This w as 
brought out in a recently published 
report giving the results of a can ­ 
vas of 35 B altim ore citv blocks. 
The 
project 
kept several 
p u b lic 4 
health 
train ed interview ers 
busy 
for five y e ars, 
calling on each 
household 
at 
m onthly 
intervals. 
The incidence of illnesses that dis­ 
abled the individual for at least 
one d a y am ounted to 545 per 1,000 
for m ales and 753 per 1.000 fe- 
m ales. 
W omen encounter two to 
three m ore tim es m ore neuritis, 
neuralgia, 
nervousness, 
and dis­ 
eases of the thyroid gland. liver, 
and gall blad d er but m en a re m o re 
likely 
to 
develop 
peptic 
ulcer, 
bronchitis, hernia, and such h e a rt 
conditions as coronary throm bosis 
and ‘ lea k ag e ” as a result o f a 
valvular defect. 
A second group of investigators 
studied 
chronic discase 
in 2.289 
spouses. The ra te increased m a r k ­ 
edly with age so that the m a n c r 
wom an of 65 is four tim es m o re 
inclined to becom e iii than those 
in the 24-30 age group. The p re v a ­ 
lence of hernia, tuberculosis, m a ­ 
lignancies, and peptic ulcer is high­ 
est in husbands but for all other 
causes of illness the wives had 
higher rates. 
M arried couples in 
general. 
how ever, 
a re 
h ealthier 
than the u n m arried . 
T here is a 
striking excess of disabling illness 
am ong single women in all age 
groups from 25 on. co m p ared with 
m arried wom en in the s a m e age 
groups. 


F rom the statistical standpoint, 
hom e accidents also favor wives. 
This m ight be expected because 
they spend so m an y hours in the 
home doing their household tasks. 
T here w ere six injuries p er IOO 
fem ales to four per IOO m ales. The 
kitchen offered the g re ates t haz­ 
ards. 
Most i f the burns suffered 
o ccu rred in reaching over boiling 
pots or tea kettles and from the 
.spatter of hot grease. 
Cuts s te m ­ 
m ed 
from 
handling 
knives 
and 
broken glass as well as from open­ 
ing cans. 
T h ere also w ere the 
usual m ish ap s from using unsafe 
ladders, stools, and ch airs; faulty 
lighting and slipping on cluttered 
floors w rre o th er factors. 


F e b ru a ry is conceded to be a 
bad m onth for illnesses. This w as 
d em o n strated 
in 
another 
public 
health survey in which an atte m p t 
w as m ad e to estim ate the am ount 
of disabling illness in the United 
States in an av erag e m onth. 
F e b ­ 
ru a ry , 1949. w as selected for the 
e x p erim en t and it w as found th at 
4 569,000 persons betw een the ages 
of 14 and 64 w ere unable to c a rry 
on their usual activities. 
These 
figures did not include the 750.000 
disabled individuals who w ere in­ 
stitutionalized. 
When the su rv ey 
w as rep eated in S eptem ber, 1950, 
the figure had dropped to 3.605,000. 
A study of the two surveys r e ­ 
vealed th at the n u m b er of chronic 
disabling c ases w as essentially the 
sam e. 
T he difference w as in the 
cases of illness of short duration 
such 
as 
resp irato ry 
infections, 
whic h wore prone to o ccur in the 
winter m onths. 
In this group, the 
m ale of the species w as m ore often 
the invalid.

without

w ritten word of the Constitution. 


Thus while to many Ameri­ 
cans the New Deal appeared to 
be a haphazard product of In­ 
experience and 
to 
others, a 
heaven sent process for the re­ 
distribution of wealth, actually 
It was a revolutionary device 
for the 
socialization 
of 
the 
American economy 
with 
the 
consent of Congress but with­ 
out its knowledge. 


Roosevelt recognized in the ef­ 
forts of his s m a r t boys a m ethod 
for 
rem aining 
in 
office 
through 
personal 
popularity. 
They 
w ere 
s m a r t in their ability to cook up 
plans p alatable to Congress; they 
w ere excellent propagandists c ap ­ 
able not only of utilizing his talents 
to the full in the expression of 
their ideas but of sm earin g all op­ 
position so m ercilessly that fine 
c h ara cte rs w ere assassinated. 
Roosevelt achieved 
a 
personal 
popularity so unusual in this coun­ 
try that he was elected four tim es; 
yet. the people never quite realized 
that they w ere voting for the social 
revolution 
or 
th at involved 
was 
United F ront activity which p a ra l­ 
leled sim ilar efforts in other coun­ 
tries, all of which w ere directed 
from the K rem lin. I a m confident 
th at objective historians in the fu­ 
ture will find, after a study of the

F ranklin D. Roosevelt had no un­ 
derstanding of the United F ro n t or 
of the R ussian use of it to infil­ 
tra te his adm inistration and the 
institutions of our country.

engineers can hardly tdl the dif­ 
ference. 
Still, listeners from Bos­ 
ton to Houston were outraged at 
the very thought that their beloved 
concert was coming to them out of 
a can rather than out of a concert 
hall. The following >car. the Phil­ 
harmonic went back on the air 
live and it still is live. 
Tfs doubt­ 
ful that anyone will monkey with 
It any more. 
Last December when the Phil­ 
harmonic 
performed 
its 
5.000*h 
concert, it had attained such emi­ 
nence that “ Life” hailed it as the 
“ greatest single institution in musi- 
eal history,” 
noting particularly 
that it had pioneered in the broad­ 
casting of symphony music. 
Cur­ 
iously enough, it took some doing 
to get It on the air in the first 
place. 
The symphony broadcasts were 
the brain child of William S, Paley 
who had jusl acquired control of 
CBS. 
In llino when he dreamed 
it all up. C BS was very much the 
Junior network to the older, larger 
and infinitely more powerful NBC. 
It was Paley’s thought that the 
broadcasting of a symphony con­ 
cert on a regular basis would give 
his network a little prestige with 
which to combat N BC ’.f high posi­ 
tion. 
Hia co-directors thought he 
was out of his mind, pointing out 
that there 
was no 
audience for 
good music. 
Paley retorted that 
he would create one. 
The Phil­ 
harmonic has done just that 
The 
first broadcast, October 5. 1930. a 
performance of Weber’s overture 
to “ Dor Freischutz’., was heard 
over 16 stations by an audience 
w hich by toda v s standards is in­ 
finitesimal. 
Today it's broadcast 
over 194 stations to an audience 
that runs 
into the 
millions. 
Its 
rating i4 2' 
is the 
be.xt for anv 
Sunday 
afternoon 
network 
radio 
show. 
It’s impossible to estimate how- 
large a contribution the Philhar­ 
monic has made toward creating 
the present huge market for sym­ 
phony 
records 
or 
for 
concerts 
throughout the coimlrv. 
The Phil­ 
harmonic has even done a lot to­ 
ward building an audience for r,val 
symphonies which followed it on 
the air. The impact of good music 
on American culture can’t be mea­ 
sured in ordinary terms but it may 
be assumed that it has had a deep 
and permanent effect. 
In fact, radio’s contributions fn 
the field of good music only calls 
attention to its glaring omission in 
other fields. 
R adio, it seems to 
me, might have created an audi­ 
ence for great txxik^, great plays 
and great minds ju^t as it did for 
great music. 
But it didn't. 
The 
Philharmonic 
broadcasts 
have successfully disproved the old 
notion that symponv music appea's 
only to the upper crust. 
Fan mail, 
station rermrts, telephone calls and 
survey* reveal that Symphony ap­ 
peals to people in all classes of 


society and in rural as well as 
urban communities. 
Some of the 
Philharmonic’s most devoted fans 
are soldiers situated in God-for­ 
saken spots in the world. 
This 
December, the orchestra got a $5 
contribution from an Army private 
in 
Korea 
who 
wrote 
that 
the 
broadcasts 
which 
are 
heard 
in 
i Korea 
were his only link 
with 
¡America. 
The symphony is also 
heard by troops in Hawaii and 
Alaska, 
Today more people listen 
to the Philharmonic on a single 
Sunday afternoon than have at­ 
tended the concerts at Carnegie 
Hall in the orchestra’s 110-ycar 
existence.

A flue fire, thought to have been
